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TIME, TALENT TURN STUMPS 
INTO FABULOUS FURNISHINGS

PORTERVILLE — It was a 
fantastically beautiful piece of 
furniture! The burl wood top, 
sealed in a glass-like surface, 
carried the eye through intricate 
grain swirls, color shadings, and 
edge patterns that represented 
over a century of growth for the 
tree from which it came. 

The base piece was the top of 
a large elongated burl which 
seemed to sprout from the 
carpet and solidly supported the 
over six foot slab top length on 
two. glass-sealed “stumps” that 
protruded from the top of the 
single base burl. 

No one looking at the 
magnificent piece of wood could 
ever tire of visually following 
the intriguing natural designs 
created by the overall 
combination of table top and 
base. 

But that wasn’t all! On a wall 
hung a large burl slab encased in 
liquid glass with gold numerals 
circling its center and gold hands 
creeping around the swirling 
wood grain and pointing to the 
numbers from the exact heart of 
the slab. 

On another wall was another 
glass covered burl slab which 
formed a natural knick-knack 
shelf. 

On a nearby burl wood end 
table stood a smaller glass 
covered burl “stump” which 
made a very interesting lamp 
base supporting a 
parchment-type shade. 

The overall effect was 
tremendous! There was no end 
to what the imagination could 
dream up out of studying the 
interesting burl wood shapes and 
grains. The pieces were most 
pleasing to the eye... .and very 
valuable. 

But when you get into the 
burl wood furniture making 
process, there is certainly more 
than meets the eye. A lot more! 

Jim Turner, owner of Jim’s 
Buckeye Burls at 126 South 
Leggett, and his sawyer, Bill 
McNutt, can tell you all about 
such things. They have been 
involved in burl wood projects 
for almost six years. They can 
testify that its a complex process

from start to finished product. 

First there is the securing of 
the buckeye burl stumps. This 
involves pushing down the tree 
with a bulldozer, nubbing it off 
and stacking the brush, “yarding 
in” the heavy stumps to a 
central location and then loading 
with a boom truck onto a 
semi-truck and trailer and 
hauling to a mill site for washing 
and slabbing. 

The washing process involves 
using water and air pressure up 
to 1,100 pounds to sluice the 
dirt and rocks out of the stumps 
in order that they can be slabbed 
without ruining chain or band 
saws, whichever might be used 
depending on the size of the 
stump burl. 

Then comes the slabbing ot 
the burls for the most beauty 
which requires a study of each 
burl. Next comes curing of the 
slabs under a_ heavy. black 
tarpaulin for about two months 
to sweat in “‘color.” 

After the sweating process 
comes the kiln drying of the 
slabs which involves putting 
them in a metal kiln and holding 
them at temperatures of up to 
255 degrees for several days. 
This is done in order to dry 
them thoroughly and also 
fumigate out any “‘bugs’’ such as 
termites or other woodeating 
pests that helped make the wood 
beautiful in the first place, but 
are undesirable in the finished 
product. 

Then there is the sorting of 
the slabs for size and quality and 
the storing in a big metal tank to 
maintain their dryness and 
quality until they are sold to 
furniture firms for making up, or 
until the two men decide to 
make some furniture for 
themselves or for a special order. 

The process of making the 
burl wood furniture is also 
complex and requires a good 
deal of skill, although Turner has 
all the materials and hints for 
hobbyists who might like to try 
it. 


The cured wood burls are 
first peeled of most of the bark. 
Then fitted joints are routered 
out and the sanding, sanding,

Officials of the Porterville 
Area Pilots’ association which 
sponsors the annual event, said a 
total of 507 pilots registered at 
the registration booth, but 
Federal Aviation Administration 
air controllers in the tower at 
the airport’s fire attack station 
reported 856 departures after

SACRAMENTO — A public 
hearing on a proposed wine 
grape research and improvement 
program under a state directed 
marketing order has been called 
at 10 a.m. Wednesday, June 23, 
in the assembly room at 1220 N 
Street, Sacramento. 

L.T. Wallace, director of food 
and agriculture, said the program 
would be administered by the 
director with assistance of a 28 
member advisory board with a 
seven member advisory 
committee to serve as liaison 
between the board and state’s 
wineries. 

The program would be 
financed by a maximum 
assessment rate of one-half of 1 
per cent of the gross dollar 
volume of sales by producers for 
wine grapes delivered for 
crushing. It would affect some 
5,000 wine growers in the state. 


of the governor’s “total neglect” 
of the farm labor issue in recent 
weeks. 

“I suppose it is not unusual 
for a youthful governor to be 
much more attracted to political 
beauty contests than to finding 
tough solutions to the farm 
labor crisis,’ said Martin 
Zaninovich, market information 
chairman for South Central 
Farmers Committee in Delano. 
“But in the meantime this state’s 
largest industry is in jeopardy, 
and so is the food supply it 
produces and those who depend 
on it - not only in California, but 
throughout the nation.” 

He described the harvest 
disruptions in Coachella valley 
grape vineyards as an 
“outrageous disregard for the 
contract agreements between 
growers and the Teamsters.”

Nearly all farm workers in the 
area are represented by the 
Teamsters union. 

The industry spokesman said 
several growers in the Coachella 
valley now have been granted 
injunctions prohibiting 
organizers from encouraging or 
promoting work stoppages, but 
said even these are being violated 
in contempt of the judge’s order. 

He said the current 
deterioration in farm labor 
relations is a strong indication 
that the state’s floundering farm 
labor law needs major revisions, 
and said, “The last thing we 
should do is lock such a 
controversial and ineffective law 
into. the state constitution 
through the initiative process. 
That would be nothing short of 
disaster, and an invitation to this 
kind of labor chaos every year.”

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USDA Opposes 
Pan American 
Highway Link 


WASHINGTON — The 
Foreign Animal Disease 
Advisory Committee of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
taken a strong stand against 
completion of the Pan American 
highway because of the threat of 
foot-and-mouth disease 
outbreaks. 

At a meeting in early June, 
the 20 member committee noted 
that a 250 mile segment of the 
highway across the dense jungle 
of the Darien Gap at the 
Panama-Colombia border is 
uncompleted. It provides a 
natural barrier to the northward 
spread of the economically 
devastating FMD from the South 
American countries where it is 
prevalent. 

Central American countries, 
Mexico, the U.S. and Canada are 
free of the disease and strict 
import regulations have helped 
keep the disease out of these 
countries. 

The USDA committee feels 
that until South American 
nations clean up the disease or 
provide safeguards to prevent its 
spread, the highway, which 
would provide ease of access to 
and through disease free areas, 
be left uncompleted.

Revised Impact Report On 
Kern Nuclear Plant Issued — 


BAKERSFIELD — A revised 
Draft Environmental Impact 
Report (DEIR) for the San 
Joaquin Nuclear Project (SJNP) 
is being distributed for a 60-day 
public - review period on the 
proposal to construct a $6 
billion nuclear power plant 10 
miles west of Wasco in Kern 
county. 

Robert C.. Burt, project 
manager, said the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, 
as lead agency for the SJNP, has 
revised the DEIR to be 
responsive to the questions and 
comments received during the 
original DEIR review period in 
mid-1975. 

Copies of the revised DEIR 
will be available for public 
review at Kern County libraries 
including the SJNP public 
document room located at the 
Beale Memorial Library, 1315 
Truxtun Ave., Bakersfield. 


During the 60-day review and 
comment period ending July 30, 
public hearings will be held in 
Kem and Los Angeles counties. 
On July 19, a public hearing will 
be held at the Bakersfield Civic 
Auditorium, 1001 Truxtun Ave., 
Bakersfield, beginning at 7:30 
p.m. 

A second hearing has been 
scheduled for July 21 in the 
auditorium of the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, 
111 N. Hope St., Los Angeles. 
The Los Angeles hearing also 
begins at 7:30 p.m. 

The 5,200-megawatt nuclear 
power project is being proposed 
by nine California utilities and 
agencies. The four-unit SJNP is 
expected to begin operation 
upon Unit 1 completion in 
April, 1985. Other units would 
become operational at 18-month 
intervals until Unit 4 completion 
in October, 1989.

and more sanding begins to 
smooth off the rough slabs and 
bring out the grain and coloring. 

Finally the resin is 
hand-poured over the slabs and 

“bases and a sheet of Mylar 
plastic on a frame is placed on 
top of the poured resin to give it 
that “transparent as glass” look. 
The resin must completely seal 
the wood - top, bottom, sides, 
cracks, and all, and must “‘cure” 
for several days before the 
plastic frame is peeled off for a 
first class job. 

The pieces are then ready for 
final assembly and when it is all 
done the result is a gleaming, 
beautiful peice of burl wood 
furniture that “will last almost 
forever” with a little care. And 
they are valuable, ranging in 
prices up in the hundreds of 
dollars. 

All of the job of getting the 
wood and making it up is tough,

but Turner and McNutt both 
agree that the sawing of the 
burls is probably the toughest 
and most critical part. 

Both men can saw the burls 
but McNutt is the main sawyer. 
He carefully studies each of the 
big burl stumps before making 
his cuts. The cuts are made with 
an eye to getting the most 
beauty out of the burl and also 
the most material, because the 
burl wood isn’t that easy to 
come by. McNutt is quite skilled 


at the occupation and is as 
proud of his work as a diamond 
cutter would be in cutting and 
creating valuable stones. . 

He uses chain saws with up to 
five foot long bars. He keeps 
them as sharp as possible and is 
constantly sharpening or 
changing chains to make sure he 
gets the best cuts possible. 

Turner and McNutt are both 
big, husky men. They must be 
because making as much as a five 
foot “pull” through a big burl 
and holding the big chain saw, 
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off-hand, is a rugged job. 

er, a master mechanic, is 
developing a mill to handle the 
job a little more efficiently, but 
that is in the future. 

The burl wood business 
started with redwood burls years 
ago and gradually spread to 
other woods as redwood burls 
became more and more difficult 
to obtain. 

Jim became involved in 
buckeye burls when he started 
clearing some privately owned 
property near Glennville to build 
a dam and livestock pond for the 
owner. The buckeye stumps and 
burls were secured through an 
agreement worked out with the 
property owner. 

In addition, buckeye seed 
pods are poisonous to cattle. 
Cows carrying calves will abort if 
they eat buckeye during 
pregnancy, according to Turner, 
so other buckeye trees on the 
property are to be eliminated 
where cattle get to them. 

Turner noted that most of

the trees in California are 
located on state or federally 
protected land and on steep 
slopes where not too many 
cattle can reach them. 

Turner said the buckeye is 
ideal for burl wood furniture 
because it has a big burl base just 
above the roots and sends up 
several trunks from the one burl. 
The grain in the burls is also 
fantastic as are the colors that 
show up when the wood is dried. 

But, Turner thinks the 
buckeye is a doomed tree in its 
fairly small growing area in 
California. Not from use as burl 
wood, but because they are 
dying out from the diminishing 
water supply. He says he sees 
little trees sprout from the 
buckeye seed pods every year 
and then die quickly because of 
lack of moisture. 

The tree is usually the first to 
leaf out in the spring and the 
first to go dormant in 
mid-summer, Turner noted, and 
he believes this is basically

He said products of his burl 
wood are in almost every 
country of the world. And with 
the increasing popularity of burl 
wood furnishings, Turner says he 
has a problem trying to keep 
ahead of the demand. 

The popularity of the. 
products fashioned from the 
wood is easy to understand. Burl 
wood pieces are really 
beautiful - and “a thing of 
beauty is a joy forever.” Sealed 
in liquid glass they should last 
almost forever, too.
